A communication was received 
from R. B. Bennett stating that the 
price of the Agricultural grounds was 
HOW $7,000, and the sum of $260 due 


from the Agricultural society guar- 
anteed in addition He potted 
out oy g to the default of the 


et t to the bargain which 
fed mn made he had been kept out 
of the interest of his money for a 
year, and the impression that the city 
had purchased the grounds bad pre- 
rented him from renting them. On 
the payment of the sum mentioned 
he was prepared to hand over the 
deeds to the city 

A letter was also received from E. 
Marshall, sercetary of the Fire Bri- 
made, stating that the balance of the 
city's last’ year’s grant to the Brigade 
band amounting to $100 had not been 
paid over 

No one knew afytiing uf this 
matter and the communication was 
referred to the finance committee 

With regard to Mr, Bennett's com- 
munication Alderman Hatfield said 
that the council had nothing to do 
with the Agricultural society. They 
had never acknowledged that they 
had got the grounds from Mr. Ben- 
nett. He presumed this bad been 
obtained from the cone 

The city clerk explained that Mr. 
Van Wart bad made a verbal agree- 
ment about the matter. 

Aiderman Underwood said that he 
understood from Mr. Bennett that it 
had been agreed by Mr. Van Wart to 
hand over the money last year wheo 
the bylaw was paseed, when Mr. 
Bennett would hand over the deed to 
the ground. 

Alderman Hatfield would be in 
favor of letting him keep the crounds 
rather than pay the additional sum 
asked. .

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THE WHITE PLAGUE. 

A disease is abroad in the land 
which is ten-fold more to be dreaded 
than smal) pox It carries off = 
finitety more lives than war or any 
other horror. it is one of the dead 
Hest of ail diseases and it is infec- 
tious. It claime its victims in every 
community. In the tenement houses 
ot New York and other large cities 
fifty per cent of the occupants are 
affiicted with it. In Ontario iast year 
it killed over 3,000 people. [it is 
slowly but #urély decimating the ab- 
origines of these plains. i: baffles 
the skill of the most expert physic'- 
ans and no cure for it has been dis- 
covered. It is the great modern en- 
emy of mankind—the white plague— 
consumption —— 

And yet the presence of this dread 
pestilence in & community srouses 
not a particle of the fear and anxiety 
that a few cases of smal! pox create, 
though ft will carry off more valuable 
lives in one year than small pox 
would in fifty Governments at last 
are taking it up and devising means 
to check It# ravages, and thanks to 
the spread of information the eyes of 
the public are being opened 

It is one of the greatest blessings 
of life in Alberta. that with our bigh 
altitudes (Calgary is 3.401 feet above 
the sea) we are singularly free from 
danger in regard to this disease. The 
bactili of consumption de not thrive 
here. Sunlight is fatal to them. The 
conditions under which thew are pro- 
pagnted—heat combined with mote- 
ture—do not exist In Alberta aa ‘they 
do in other climates In persons 
coming here from the east the pre- 
gress of the disense is arreated, In 
the earlier stages patients here are 
practically cured. In the later stages 
life is prolonged 

And yet ip the very posseasion of 
these favorable conditions there lies 
danger Already ® considerable 
number of unfortunate #ufferers. at- 
tracted by the miraculors virtues of 
our climate, have become residents 
with us. The number ts bound to tn- 
crease It would be larger now but 
for the secareity of rentable houses 
and the crowled state of boarding 
houses and hotels. Such » large pre- 
portion of consumptive people 'n an 
eastern commenity would be »# sert- 
ous menace to the general health 
Here, under prover restrictions as, to 
residence and spitting, the danger Is 
comparatively smal! 

The Herald believes the time hae 
arrived when a sanitarium near Cal- 
gary. or at some other point eaually 
well situated, is a practical necessity 
We cannot close our doors to con- 
sumptives. Five years ago the Roard 
of Trade, City Council and medical 
men united their wisdom in issuing a 
pamphlet in which Calgary's advan- 
tages as a site for a saritarium were 
eloquently enlarged upon and suffer- 
ers from all parts of the world were 
exhorted to come here A jot 
letter in that pamphiet slened by 
eight doctors drew particular atten- 
tion to Calgary’ high altitude, tts 
comparative freeiom from local and 
malarial diseases. the dryness of its 
atmosphere, the light rainfall. the un- 
paralleled amount of sunshine we 
enjoy,, the powerfully aseptic quality 
of the air, the short and mild winters 
the bracing and stimulating character 
of the climate, and the opportunities 
for out door exercise, all combining 
to make it an ideal place for the 
treatment and arrest of consumption 
There is no longer the same over- 
weening desire to make Calgary a 
home for consumptives, but as we 
have said we can’t close our doors 
We can't escape from the moral re- 
sponsibility imposed on us by our ex- 
cellent climate and enviable situation 
A sanitarium must be established 
The proper authority to establish it is 
the Dominion government, for it 
would be used by the whole of Can 
ada The general opinion ts that it 
should be some distante. two, three 
or more miles away from the city 
Many cities in California have re- 
fused to allow santtaria to be built 
near their their borders, and though 
the risk of infection is far less here 
it is desirable that not even a sus 
picion of danger to health should be 
allowed to mar the fair reputation of 
Calgary as a place of residence par 
excellence. 

Meanwhile something can be done to | 
remove all chance of infection from 
patients who are here already. Every 
fime a tuberculous patient spits he 
liberates thousands of micro-organ 
isms which are capable of communi- 
cating the disease to an unhealthy 
person or one who is run down with | 
overwork or other causes With } 
healthy and robust persons the dan- | 
ger of infection is slight and the | 
bacilli will not live many hours un | 
less deposited in a warm. moist 
place. Many consumptives are aware 
of the danger they carry around with | 
them and act aceordingly 
are either ignorant ‘or careless | 
these some method of regulation ;

the Far N —This Yea 


t a Poor One for Furs 


The Decrease of Beavers, 


McDougall & Secord, of Edmonton, 
Alberta, write to the New York Pur 
Trade Review as follows regarding 
the fur trade in the country tributary 
to that market; . 

Dear Sir: As the fur senson is 
now sufficiently advanced to enable us 
to form ¢ of what the catch 
for the sea will be. both in this 
district, and northern districts of 
the Peace, Athabasca and McKenzie 
rivers, we have thought it might in- 
terest you and your readers to 
know what. in our opinion, the pros-| 
pects are. 

Last season's catch of fur in this 
and the distrieta above mentioned 
was phenomenaiy small, and we do 
not think ty this 2ason’s bunt will 
be murt my, better; furs, of all 
kinds, e®pt rats. are scarce; the 
jatter are very numerous all over the 
country, and, in the abeence of other 
furs, are being hunted by the Indians. | 
A firet class Indian or Haifbreed bun- | 
ter considers it infra. dig. to hunt) 
rats, and generally leaves the killing 
of them to the old women and young 
lads. ' 

Foxes of all kinds are scarce— 
silver foxes, like angels’ visits. few 
and far between The country for, 
hundreds of miles is mfested with 
mice in incredible numoers, and as 
the foxes feed on them, the few that 
there are are not easily tempted by 
the Dait of the hunter. Bears this 
winter, are a rarity, very few, as yet, 
having come in; the winter has, eo 
far, been a very mild, open one— 
barely enough snow to make food 
sleighing—and consequently very 
favorable for hunting bears; so it is 
evident that they have migrated to 
somewhere else. These poor fur 
seasons are periodic, and do not by 
any means point to the killing out of 
the fur beartng an!mats. 

Rabbits are again becoming numer- 
ous all over tne country, and next 
winter we may look for = better catch 
of all the animais that follow ana 
live on them, The cateh of beaver 
may be quite up to the average, as 
the hunters will be obliged to hunt 
them The Winter hunting of beaver 
is remarkably like very hard labor, 
and is avoided by tne generality of 
Indians when other fur can be had 
Thg trapping of martin, mink, fisher 
foxbs, etc, only calle on a hunter to 
be diligent n waiking along his line 
of traps and keeping them In order; 
but to break open a deaver lodge tn 
winter, \s, a8 Kipling says, another | 
story ° 

It may interest you to learn how 
the beaver tn this northern country 
have been cleaned out, In tue year 
1876-6 there were traded at tne foi- 
lowing Hudson's. Bay company posts, 
the following numbers of beaver (in 
the Peace river district) Vermil- 
lion, 8,000; Dunvegan, 7,000; Battle | 
River, 4,000; Peace River Crossing, 
2,000; Little Red River, 3,000; St. 
John's, 4,000; Hudson's Hope, 2,000; 
laeseor Blave Lake, 4,000; and the 
traders got fully 8,000 between them, 
making & total of 47,000 in one year 
Now, we doubt, ff the trade of the 
Hudeon's Bay company and traders 
combined at all the above mentioned 
places amounts to 6,000 beaver in a 
year. In old days, when goods were 
scarce, the Indians only killed the 
beaver by trap and gun, and scarcely 
ever broke their dams; put traders 
coming into the country with plenty 
of goods and competing keenly for 
furs, led the Indans to kill In any 
way so long as they got the fur; the 
breaking of their dams teft the 
beaver helpless and unable to escape 
and, as a rule, where a party of 
hunters who employed this way of 
hunting once passed, that country 
was ruined as a beaver country for- 
ever . Ns 

All advices from the north agrees 
as to the fur catch being little better 
this season than last, the small of- 
fering of furs by the Hudson's Ray 
company 1s caused, in great part, by 
the peor returns of the districts we 
have before mentioned, and we are 
of the opinion that the winter's trade 
will not be much of an improve- 
ment A 
Prices of fur are, as usual, high, 
considering our distance from market, 
and outside of the furs shipped by 
the Hudson's Bay company and 
other dealers, but a comparativiy 
smal! amount is shipped out by trap-
